mares are kept. But his foals re- 
main their only until they are wean- 
lings, when they are Belair, 
where they are kept until in the 
late fall of their yearling form they 
enter the training stable of James 
E. (“Sunny Jim” or ‘Mr. Fitz,” as 
you chcose) Fitzsimmons. 

As is also well known, Mr. Han- 
cock, the owner of Claiborne (which 
is at Paris, Bourbon County, Ky.) 
is a Virginian by birth and the son 
of the late Capt. R. J. Hancock, of 
the Ellerslie Stud, at Charlottes- 
ville. Ellerslie, under the regime of 
the father, became by far the most 
successful stud-farm in Virginia 
during the latter half of the 19th 
century, and is still carried on by 
A. B. Hancock, where he and _ his 
patrons maintain breeding ona 
large and successful scale. 

Ever since Mr. Hancock located 
in Kentucky Mr. Woodward has 
been one of his friends 
and patrons 
of his undertakings.

For this importation Mr 
cock formed a_e syndicate in 
country, of which Mr. Woodward was 
one of the leading members—and the 
enormous that the stallion 
has won here since entering the stud 
at Claiborn has. been chiefly due to 
Mr. Woodward's matings of his own 
mares with him.

In response to various inquiries I 
receive from time to time regarding 
the connection, if any, between the 
English Otterhounds and the Welsh 


Foxhounds, the French rough and 
smooth coated hounds, and certain 


strains of American Foxhounds, I 
thought the following notes might 
be of interest. 

Mr. Rose, master of the Eastern 
Counties Otterhounds in England, 
with whom I had the pleasure of 
hunting a few years ago, states that 
the Griffon Nivernais of France is 
very similar to the pure-bred Eng- 
lish otterhound and that ‘‘the Grif- 
fon Vendeen is extremely like the 
Welsh broken-coated hounds _ that 
are in the Welsh Stud Book.”’ He 
goes on to mention the finding some- 


times in the Blencathra and Ulls- 
water Fell foxhound packs “the 
domed skull and pendulent’ ears 


placed low down on the head, with 
occasional ‘ticking’ in the coat, that 
are seen in the Bleu de Gascogne 
and the Gaston-Saintongeois 
Hounds.” 

Lord Bathurst recently wrote that

Vendeen-Nivernais and that what 
we call crossbreds are, in France 
“Des batards’” or bastards. That 


there are batards de Vendee, batards 
de Saintonge, and batards de Haut 
Poiton, and all this before they pur- 
chased any offspring by their export- 
ed French sires out of English bit- 
ches.

Stallion Addicted To Sheep 
Chasing Is Altered To 


Prevent Novel Pasttime 





During one of the recent “fox 
drives’ which have taken place on 
estates on which normally ‘‘the aris- 
tocrat of the woodlands” is an hon- 
oured guest, a black fox was shot. 
At least so the saddened owner of 
the property tells me. I gather he is 
only repeating hearsay, for he could 
not bring himself to join in the 
slaughter which circumstances have 
compelled him to condone, I always 
treat stories of jet black and lily- 
white foxes with a certain amount of 
suspicion; although, of course, there 
are well-authenticated instances of 
both. My friend adds: 


“T haven’t seen the fox in ques- 
tion, and never thought it possible 
that fox-shooting would ever openly 
take place on this estate, where pre- 
servation has ever been part of our 
creed and tradition. Supposing this 
was something more than a_ very 
dark coloured fox, and _ possibly 
darker still at the time of its death 
owing to travelling through wet un- 
dergrowth, isn’t there a superstition 
that to kill a black fox brings bad 
luck, even when it meets its end in 
a legitimate manner in the hunting 
field?” 


Just as there was at one time a 
firm conviction that witches on oc- 
casion assumed the form of a hare, 
so that was believed that the Devil 
masqueraded at times as a sable fox. 
An old Yorks ballad tells us the 
story of a fox. 


As black as any raven, 
As glossy and as bright; 
Save that his brush—no hunter’s 
prize!— 
Is tipped with shining white, 
After a great hunt he jumped in- 
to a river and, to the astonishment 
of the sportsmen, called out: 
“And when your need is greatest, 
But call upon my name, 
And I will come, and you 
have 
The best of sport and game.”

Doubtless a certain amount of 
fear at one time existed as to dire 
results following hunting, destroy- 
ing, or shooting at black foxes. Such 
superstitious awe has now almost 
entirely vanished and one fears that 
the status of the whole vulpine race 
has received an irretrievable blow 
by reason of recent organised des- 
truction. 


With work horses the tendency of 
today is to breed a faster more act- 
ive animal costing less in forage, 
more adaptable and giving more 
years of service than the slow, heavy 
types. The demand for Cleveland Bay 
sires and the number of mares 
which are being sent to them this 
season reflects the modern’ desire 
for a quicker-moving general utility 
animal. American breeders—both 
hunting men and_  agriculturists— 
appear to hold the same view: that 
the horse from which there will be 
a demand and place in the future is 
the old Cleveland breed and_ the 
crossed progeny of its sires. In a re- 
cent letter to me the Virginia horse 


breeder, A. Mackay Smith, holds out 
high hopes of an ever increasing de- 
mand from the United States for 
Cleveland Bays. More stallions will 


be required, he says, not only to 
sire hunters and hacks out of thor- 
oughbred meres, but also to get 
medium-weight farm horses. 


A friend of mine has had to have 
a valuable young stallion unsexed 
because the colt took to sheep chas- 
ing and killed £50 worth of Cheviot 
ewes, The owner is so short of grass 
owing to ploughing out that he could 
not give the stallion a paddock to 
himself. He asks me if I have ever 
before heard of horses killing sheep. 
I have. Young stallions particularly, 
but also hunters and other horses 
grazing in the same pastures with 
sheep, not infrequently gallop after 
them;—usually purely in fun; may- 
be boredom. I have seen young 
horses strike out with their forefeet 
at sheep they have chased until the 
latter are exhausted; and I have 
known stallions which have ‘savag- 
ed’ sheep, tearing pieces of flesh out 
of them, and apparently having pass- 
ions aroused by the smell of blood 
which so often arouses fear and panic 
in the equine race. Thefe are many 
instances of, stallions fighting 
amongst themselves, in some cases 
doing mortal injury to each other. 
Young stallions, which begin by be- 
ing playful, occasionally turn savage 
and are then a real danger to other 
stock and (though not always) to 
the man who has to ‘do’ them in the 
stable. We have all seen both cattle 
and horses in pastures’ galloping 
after sheep, or after any strange dog 
which enters their grazing grounds. 
The actuating impulse in the latter 
case is self-preservation, and dates 
back to the far-off days when wild 
beasts were a real danger. Added to 
this instinct there is the joy of a 
gallop after some creature which is 
endeavouring to escape; then comes 
the natural desire in brute creation 
to attack the exhausted and ailing, 
and to destroy it. This is part of the 
law of the survival of the fittest, and 
explains why bird or beast that is 
wounded, or ill, creeps away to hide 
in seclusion from its own kind, as 
well as from enemies ever on the 
Jook out for easy prey. 

There are few trainers of 
standing who have not stories to tell 
of savage man-eating stallions. One 
historic instance which comes to 
mind is that which the late Teddy 
toper told as follows: 


long 


‘People pay to see sensations, and 
we read of bul] fighting at Madrid 
and so on, but I saw a sight on Rich- 
mond Moor far in front of anything 
of that sort. There was a horse call- 
ed Brandy Wine, trained by Robin- 
son. He was a fiend, a perfect devil, 
so came out to gallop by himself, On 
this morning he bucked and _ his 
jockey came off. The horse looked 
round to see who he could go for 
and saw a string of horses trained 
by Elliott coming up the gallops. He 
immediately went for the first horse 
(Ameer), whose jockey threw him- 
self off and crept into a gorse bush. 
Then the two stallions set to work. 
They reared up, fought with their 
forelegs, kicked with their hind, 
tore with their teeth, and shrieked 
and yelled like human beings. It was 
a magnificent sight. Stablemen 
came with sticks to beat them off, 
which they eventually did, but 
Ameer’s foreleg was broken and he 
had to be destroyed. But he got 
Brandy Wine with his teeth behind 
the ears and tore off the skin down 
to his withers, there being nearly 
two and a half feet of skin hanging 
down. He recovered, was a_ good 
horse and they took a great deal of 
care of him, but about two 
after he got loose, killed the horse 
next to him, and became so mad he

was shot.” 


At a country house the other day 
a few old friends met at lunch and 
someone incidentally remarked,that 
a neighboring baronet had a collec- 
tion of over 200 bibles. This state- 
ment resulted in an interesting dis- 
cussion on ‘collectomania’, Our host 
spepialised in horse-brasses. An- 
other of the party had for years been 
adding to his store of old shoe-buck- 
les, The hobby of another was pew- 
ter, and, finally, the silent member 
of the party confessed that he too, 
was a collector, and that his inter- 
est lay in old race bills and_ early 
auctioneer’s advertisements, He had 
with him his most recent acquisition. 
It was a sale bill issued in 1867 by 
the Donkins (an old-established and 


still flourishing firm cf Northum- 
brian auctioneers) and relates to 
the dispersal of Major Robert Bell's 
hunters. Here is the bill referred to: 

“Mr. Donkin, the auctioneer, fully 
sensible of the responsibilities which 
rest upon him as the _ accredited 
organ of the accomplished Master, 
either in ‘scarlet’, or in ‘silk’, who 
during 13 seasons has reigned the 
popular presiding genius of the 
Tynedale Hunt, most respectfully 
intimates to the votaries of the 
noblest of sports that catalogues of 
sale will in a few days be on issue 
of MAJOR BELL’S HUNTERS, in 
the fullest assurance of their ad- 
mirable qualities sustaining the

jumping as a polo pony contest and 
bronco busting by cowboys who sub- 
stituted steers for broncos and when

By Kirkover 
out of a draft mare, this 15 hand bit 
of courage and spring that was bred 
and given its schooling by Alex Cal- 
vert of Warrenton and then sold last 
year to Mrs, Stokes as a_ hunter, 
driving pony and open jumper is a 
treat in action and a sleepy old pony 
nodding by the ringside beside a col- 
ored groom when waiting her turn. 

Shown in six classes and very well 
ridden by her owner, the little grey 
mare won the limited jumpers and 
then put in a great performance 
over a very demanding course to 
clean up the jumper sweepstakes on 
the first day and put in their places 
no less then the W. Haggin Perrys 
Gringo, the coming great open jump- 
ing horse the Perrys recently ac- 
quired from “Cappy” Smith who 
secured him from Chile, breeding 
unknown, Captain B. C. McClelland 
Jr.’s rugged Smacko, afterwards 
jumper champion, and the Springs- 
bury Farms Big Boy who turned in 
a well spaced performance. But they 
all lacked the dash and fire of the 
little grey who flew over the brush 
and post and rail, cleared a 4’-6” 
wall and then a triple bar and swung 
around the tight figure eight over 
3 gaily painted drums, a_ picket 
fence and then over a double in-and- 
out that put the best of them to 
shame. A second in the novice jump- 
ers to Mrs. M. E. Whitney’s chestnut 
daughter of Valorous, Strong Tea on 
the second day completed the rib- 
bons until Freckles was awarded re- 
serve champion to Smacko in the 
open jumping championship. Still 
this handy little mare left an impres- 
sion that will be long remembered 
by those who saw her clear the triple 
bars and then fly into the double in 
and out at 4’-6" jumping out of 
sand. 

In the carefully worded conditions 
for open working hunters, the com- 
mittee aptly chose the words, “Jud- 
ges are to pick the horses which they 
would prefer to ride all day in the 
hunting field,’’ and this description 
fitted one horse so well, that had 
there been a working hunter cham- 
pionship as well as an open hunter 
championship, it would have belong- 
ed to Trail Bird. Captain John G. 
Minniece, Jr., is responsible for the 
development of this amazingly fine 
hunting horse. Coming on from a 2- 
year-old at Fort Robinson, Nebraska 
where he has hunted hounds, this 
17 hand bay gelding by Sullivan 
Trail—Bonnie Bird makes one long 
to go hunting on him all day. Almost 
painstakingly careful, with a con- 
sistence and judgement of timing 
that is remarkable, Trail Bird per- 
formed in 10 classes with Captain 
Minniece and won § of them with 
performances that did not vary a 
hairsbreadth in control, speed, bal- 
ance and general jumping ability. In 
the handy working hunters, this 
horse was truly brilliant, standing 


patiently while his owner dropped 
and then put up a rail, and continu- 
ing over the course in perfect ease. 
To Trail Bird went the Officer’s 
Handicap Jumpers, the middle and 
heavyweight hunters defeating Cun- 
ning Fox, a nice grey §-year-old of 
Meander Farms, the well known and 
versatile Big Boy of Mr. and Mrs. 
Greenhalgh and Mr. and Mrs. U. S. 
Randle’s big brown, Sport Marvel 
with Sue Potter doing her nice rid- 
ing job. Incidentally Sue Potter of 
Sewickley is the Sue Fuller of Sew- 
ickley The Chronicle described at 
Upperville. She is but 16 and an ex- 
cellent rider. Having taken second 
to Freckles in the limited jumpers 
Trail Bird proceeded to win the open 
working hunters over the Springs- 
bury pair of Big Boy and Billy Do 
who were placed 2nd and 3rd and 
Colonel Rogers Dan's Gold, ridden 
by Miss Marie Louise Rogers.

Virginia Horsemen 
Draft Tentative 
Promotion Plan 


Association With Office At 
Warrenton Aims At Full 
All Breed Program 


The Virginia Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion under the presidency of Kenneth 
N. Gilpin of Boyce, with G. N. Saeg- 
muller as field secretary located at 
Warrenton, has proposed a tentative 
list of objectives for the association 
that will further the horse industry 
in the Old Dominion. According to 
the first draft of these objectives 
the general purpose of the associa- 
tion is the advancement of the 6n. 
tire horse industry in the state of 
Virginia. More specificially the as- 
sociation aims to publicize Virginia 
as a place to breed, raise and deve- 
lop horses and in this manner to in- 
crease sales through the develop- 
ment of a wider market. 





whipper-in. The Nantucket Harriers 
are nothing more than beagles. A 
great many being drafts from these 
two other packs. And a great many 
of the hounds, in fact most of them, 
in fhese three packs are over the 
size limit. They hunt hare so why 
not call them “Harriers’’, and, to 
make it less confusing ‘‘American 
Harriers” in order to differentiate 
between them and their English 
cousins? 

Now arises the question of what 
exactly constitutes an ‘American 
Harrier’, must the individual be a 
beagle, eligible for registration as 
such with the A. K. C., or may the 
individual] he the result of a beagle 
—harrier cross, or possibly be by a 
beagle out of a small English fox- 
hound bitch? 

Would an _ individual produced 
from an American foxhound bitch by 
a beagle be an American harrier? 
What standard of conformation 
should be adopted? Will it be the 
beagle with the height limit raised, 
the American foxhound with the 
height limited to say 19 inches for 
bitches and twenty-one for dogs? 

Some masters of harriers might be 
interested in field trials. Would it 
be necessary to have special trials or 
would American harriers with an 
outecross be eligible in Beagle Trials 
in certain classes? How about a new 
stud book for the breed kept by the 
American Harrier Association. 

“Ned” Carle as one of the most 
interested officials of the New York 
Hound Show and Stanley Reeve ‘‘of” 
Bryn Mawr are particularly keen to 
do something in regard to the pro- 
blem and ask for suggestions. 





It shall not be long now before 
Liseter, a name comparatively un- 
known to beagle enthusiasts of the 
countryside today, shall share the 
very same world wide fame that the 
name, Foxcatcher, has been credited 
with in recent years. Mrs. Jean Aus- 
tin DuPont’s great pack of “Merry 
Little Hounds” will hereafter be 
known as the TAseter Beagles. The 
winners of the coveted Watchman 
Cup for eight couple packs at the 
National Beagle Club Field Trials 
last fall, and of the Monmouth Coun- 
ty Hunt Plate for beagle packs at 
the great New York Hound Show 
of 1941, are hounds noted for their 
consistent quality hoth on the bench 
and in the field. They undoubtedly 
shall continue to show their merit 
and will make Liseter a name of 


lasting renown in the beagle world.

The program of the horsemen’s 
association is to be divided into two 
groups. 1. Promotion of sales, both 
public and private. 2. Through var- 
ious publicity channels to promote 
the Virginia horse industry by 
means of circulars, newspapers, per-~ 
iodicals and radio. 

This two fold program includes 
the heavy drafts, hunters, ponies, 
thoroughbreds and the general pur- 
pose horse, Under the field of heavy 
drafts, the tentative program in- 
cludes the promotion of an annual 
early spring auction sale; the pro- 
duction and use of farm horses to 
be purchased within the state to re- 
place the thousands shipped into 
the state from the west; a list of all 
available purebred draft breeders 
will be kept on file by the associa- 
tion at the office of the field secre- 
tary. An educational campaign will 
stress the yalue of horse power on 
particularly due to the 
gasoline and 


the farm, 
present shortage of 
tractors brought about by the Nat- 
ional Defense Program. 

A comprehensive plan to boost 
hunters in Virginia is contemplated. 
To further this program the associa- 
tion will keep a list of hunter breed- 
ers who are members of the associa- 
tion and this list will be sent to 
buyers of hunters outside of the 
state. An annual sale of hunters ang 
hunter prospects is contemplated, 
these horses being sold having first 
to be approved by a committee ap- 
pointed by the association. Records 
of the activities of Virginia horses 
in the hunting field, in the show 
ring and in cross country races will 
be kept and will be given full pub- 
licity through the newspapers. 

The program for ponies includes 
advertising and sales. An attempt 
will be made by an educational cam- 
paign to instigate the use of better 
sires in the breeding of ponies. Un- 
der this head, the various’ horse 
shows will be urged to put on more 
pony classes and more pony breed- 
ing classes. The formation of pony 
clubs will be advocated with super- 
vised pony rides. These pony clubs 
have worked wonders with the in- 
terest in riding in England and have 
commenced many a child riding who 
would not therwise have gone out 
by himself or just with a groom. A 
list of availeble pony breeders who 
are members of the association will 
be kept on hand. 


The association plans to make a 
definite drive to further the thor- 
oughbred interests in the state by 
urging breeders to make use of the 
Virginia sires who are already in 
the state rather than sending them 
from Virginia. Publicized statistics 
showing the winnings of horses bre& 
in Virginia and horses by Virginia 
sires will be sent out to breeders 
and others interested as well as 
given publicity through newspapers. 
A list of bloodlines available and a 


list of thoroughbred breeder mem- 
bers of the association will be kept 
on file in the office of the associa- 
tion. The Virginia yearlings bound 
for Saratoga will be promoted and 
during the Pimlico race meeting a 
tour by trainers and owners will be 
arranged to inspect yearlings of 
members. 


Under the category of the general 
purpose horse, the association will 
sponsor pleasure and trail riding in 
the national parks and along the 
Appalachian Trail which goes throu- 
gh the state. This trai] riding will 
be sponsored in the riding clubs and 
riding schools. Colt clubs in 4-H 
club work will be sponsored as weil 
as the advocation of a short course 
for teamsters. Dues in the associa- 
tion are $5.00 a year. $10.00 for a 
contributing member and $25.00 to 
$100.00 for a patron membership.

riding pretty much of a task for both 
riders and their mounts, 

Young Russell Stewart of Albany, 
N. Y. brought his three jumpers to 
the show, and topped the jumping 
line-up as he did at the Fairfield 
show the day before. This time his 
chestnut gelding Little Chief, which 
stands only 14.1,. won the $200 
jumping stake and the four foot 
class, while his My Play Boy, who 
won the jumper championship at 
Fairfield, won the opening class of 
the show, that fer jumpers, three 
foot six. There was no jumper cham- 
pionship. 

The highest the jumps were rais- 
ed to was four foot three, as the very 
loose ground made the going diffi- 
cult enough at that height. 

Hunter honors were about evenly 
divided between Francis Cravath 
Gibbs’ nine year old b. m. Garann, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Correll’s br. g. *Dal- 
choolin, and Miss Peggy Elkin’s ch. 
g. Power Plant, with *Dalchoolin 
scoring in the top classes. Miss Elkin 
piloted Power Plant to victory 
in the closely contested working 
hunter class, and took two seconds, 
while Francis Gibbs’ Garann was 
rated tops in the lightweight hunt- 
er class and in junior jumpers. *Dal- 
choolin won the middle and heavy- 
weight hunter class, and the light, 
middle and heavyweight class, both 
with Gordon Wright up, as well as 
placing third in the working hunter 
class with Miss Marion Loucks up. 

The horsemanship division offer- 
ed the only championship of the 
show, and the entries were particu- 
larly gratifying, with many more 
age classes, and a greater variety 
than is usually offered at a one-day 
show. Many contestants of other 
years were noticed at the ringside, 
including three national good hands 
champions,—Perry Davis, Jr., Ar- 
thur Plaut, and Miss Margaret Aug- 
usta Seavers, also two other riders 
who have been missed in competition 
thus far this year, Miss Florence 
Dorothea Taylor, and Miss Jane Ren- 
wick St. John. 

An interesting variety of indivi- 
dual performances were asked for 
by the judge, Mrs. John Gerken. In 
the upper age class mounts were 
changed for the walk, trot, canter; 
in the M. E. C. Class a figure eight 
on the wrong lead was used, while 
in the championship class Mrs. Ger- 
ken asked for the serpentine, which 
is one of the few times this has been 
called for this year. 

The show marked the return of 
the A. S. P. C. A. officers to their 
watchful position, having been ab- 
sent for the past two weeks from 
the Ox Ridge and Fairfield shows 
which lacked a saddle horse division, 
and had only a few set-tail horses, 
in the horsemanship classes. 


Miss Ann Morningstar of the 
Boulder Brook Club won her good 
hands at this show, with Miss Betty 
Brewer of Scarsdale second. Thus 
Miss Morningstar joins the rank of 
those versatile riders who are quali- 
fied to compete in both the Maclay 
and good hands classes, an increas- 
ing number each year. Championship 
honors went to William Steinkraus, 
with Miss Janet Ann Meade Reserve. 


The open jumping classes brought 
up an interesting question, in regard 
to the use of slip fillets. In this case 
the slip fillets were in one section 
instead of the customary three, and 
this made it possible for a horse to 
touch the slip fillet and yet not 
knock it down. There was quite a 
debate as to whether these touches 
should be counted or not, and it re- 


sulted in one class, half way throu- 
gh, being run over again, finally 
counting only the knockdown of a 
fillet. 

Judges of the show were Mr. 
Thomas W. Clark of Edgemont, 
Penna., for Saddle Horses, Mrs. John 
Gerken of Brooklyn, N. Y. for Equi- 
tation, and Mr. Henry Lawrence Bell 
of Bayside L. I. and Mr. Harvey S. 
Ladew, M. F. H. of Monkton, Md. 
for the Hunters and Jumpers.

(I'll never forget 
that night and that show—twenty 
below zero outside, and the show 
Saturday—as wildly extreme the 
other way!) Four Winds also won 
the hunter hacks and the using horse 
events in which former event Tim- 
ber Topper was 2nd ane m the Iat- 
ter an un-named, rental horse from 
the Marsh Road Riding Academy 
was 2nd. A class for children’s pon- 
ies went to William Bowman’s sad- 
dle bred, Gay Parader, with 2nd to 
Miss Fay Curran’s hackney, Bantam 
Sovereign by Strutting Bantam. 

The majority of the events were 
horsemanship classes of various 
kinds with John B. Deavitt Jr., Miss 
Ann Rothwell, Miss Patricia Dodge, 
Morton Seamore, William Bowman, 
Miss Carol A. Haidt, and Miss, Helen 
Matz taking the blues. 

In these horsemanship classes the 
riding was consistently good, and 
in most of them riders at the top 
were asked to change mounts so that 
boys and girls with big hunters were 
called upon to ride ponies and the 
riders with ponies had a chance to 
try big horses. In particular, the 
Girl Scouts all were asked to ride 
the famous, white pony, Ramona, 
on whom Miss Donna Rogers who 
was acting as ring master has had 
so many horsemanship ribbons. It 
was interesting, too, to see John B. 
Deavitt Jr., swap his saddle horse, 
Moon Master by Man in the Moon 
with Robert Murphy for the latter’s 
thoroughbred, Four (Winds. 


Changing horses in horsemanship 
classes opens a lot of questions. 
Should a rider who fs on a saddle 
horse and using the long stirrups 
try to adapt himself to the methods 
of a rider of hunters and jumpers 
when such a change is asked? Are 
judges justified in risking riders 
who obviously are mounted on fine- 
ly schooled, beautifully mannered 
horses by putting these riders on 
horses that are equally uncertain? 
Is it fair to the owners whose horses 
are thus and so to ask them to let 
someone whose horse is this and 
that ride the first horses and risk 
some mistake that must later be 
corrected? You'll have to answer 
these, yourselves, though I’m all for 
changing mounts when time permits. 

Mr. von Lambeck in judging these 
horsemanship classes showed worlds 
of wisdom and I believe that were 
as many people to see him judge as 
see him perform with his own hunt- 
ers and jumpers his popularity as a 
judge would soon make him a rare 
exhibitor indeed. I was happy to see 
him pick Miss Haidt for the blue in 
the Girl Scout Class. She has had a 
frightful run of bad luck of late and 


I have worked with her at great 

length to re-encourage her.
